Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on February 23, 2005. In the 
amendment, claims 1,8-10, 12, 15-18, 25, 32, 34, and 42 were amended. Currently, claims 1-45 
remain for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at a content player, and the methods for operating the content player. The content player 
comprises, among other things, a user-removable storage device which stores the content and 
playback credit and a playback credit bank stored in the content player. The credit bank is not 
money or monetary value since users purchases/installs playback credit upon payment of a fee. 
The credit is used for the users to play the content. Such an apparatus and the methods for 
replenishing credit and purchasing contents are not disclosed or suggested by the cited 
references.
